THE WALLACE ELECTION: 


The result of the election in Wallace is fully 
satisfactory to all friends of honest government 
and honest politics in the Territories. It does 
credit to the intelligence and sense of right of 
the electors of that constituency, but was only 
what was to be expected under the circum: 
stances, The verdict of the electors of Wallace 
was what that of the electors of the Territories 
would have been had @ general election given 
them the opportunity of pronouncing on the 


. Merits of the case. And the case was of great- 


er and wider importance than is generally un- 
derstood, 


First, there was a personal qtiestion. Should 
a man who had been successful to the highest 
degree in the contluct of public affairs, against 
whose honor, personal or political, nothing was 
or could be said, be turned out of power simply 
because he would not, and could not, fawn and 
flatter and deceive, And on the other hand, 
should another man be elevated to power, who 
had shown himself to be capable of the blackest 
ingratitude and the most atrocious double deal- 
ing solely because he had a smoother tongue 
and a more oily manner. In these days of de: 
generate politics what the cotntry needs first 
is honor and honesty. 


man who would use dishonorable methods to 
obtain office-is the man who would ‘be likely to 
use office for dishonorable ends, to the public 
loss. The opinion of the people of Wallace as 
expressed on election day is not to be misunder- 
on this point, 

Second, there was the question of district re- 
presentation,—the question upon which the 
Haultain executive was ostensibly defeated — 
the question whether the Territories must be 
governed in sections or parcels or factions, or 
asawhole. The importance of this question 
can scarcely be overrated. To admit that sec- 
tional representation on the executive was a 
necessary part of our system of government was 
to admit that responsible government was im- 
practicable, and that our affairs must be con- 
ducted at the wish and under the control of 
cliques and factions instead of in accord: 
ance with the sense of the community, and in 
the interest of the public at large. By electing 
Mr. Insinger to support Mr. Haultain and his 
policy the people of Wallace have not only ex- 
pressed an opinion as to factional representa- 
tion, but they have dealt the idea a knockout 
blow. 

Third, there was the school question—not 
the question of separate schools or no separ- 
ate schools, but the question of the proper and 
responsible control of all schools by those who 
provide the meansfor their support. Opposi- 
tion to this method of school control was the 
price paid by Mr. Cayley for the larger part of 
the support which enabled him to pose for a 
time as premier of the Territories, and had Mr. 
McNutt been elected in Wallace, either irrespon- 
sible control would have carried the day or Mr, 
Cayley would have been defeated by his own sup-

It would have practically offered a 
prize for like partigan jugglery in the future.
